Resolution of Intention to Macadamize Di¬ 
vision Street and Portion of Armour 
Avenue Adopted. 


LOCAL HAPPENINGS 
TOLD III BRIEF 


The city board of trustees met in 
regular session in the city hall last 
Monday night. 

A communication was received from 
the North American Press Associa¬ 
tion announcing that that organiza¬ 
tion intended publishing a magazine 
setting forth the advantages of the 
territory in the vicinity of San Fran¬ 
cisco, to the south as far as San Jose, 
to the east as far as Stockton and Sac¬ 
ramento and to the north as far as 
Santa Rosa. In addition to this the 
magazine will contain a complete 
guide for the information of visitors to 
San Francisco up to and during the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposi¬ 
tion. 

The communication stated that a 
charge of $100 per page would be 
made to localities wishing to use this 
means of publicity. 

Referred to Chairman F. A. Cun¬ 
ningham to investigate. 

Under head of city officers’ reports, 
City Clerk Hmith presented the follow¬ 
ing financial statement: 

Cash on hand November 1, 1912, 
$100.38. Receipts during November— 
Taxes, $4608.63; redemption of taxes, 
$237,77; recorder’s court, $55; liquor 
licenses. $62.50; interest on deposits, 
$3.02; total, $4956.92. Grand total, 
$5063.30. Expenditures, as per warrants 
drawn, $924.93. Cash on hand Novem¬ 
ber 30, 1912, $4138.37. 

The marshal’s report was the same 
as the clerk’s. There was a difference 
of $10 in the treasurer’s report which 
was referred back for correction. 

Superintendent of Streets Kneese 
reported that the grading of the 
northern end of San Bruno road has 
been completed. 

A communication from the Sarato¬ 
ga Rock Co. to Contractor Healy was 
read stating that the delay in sending 
rock for the Swift avenue improve¬ 
ment was due to the failure of the 
railroad company to supply sufficient 
cars. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Kelley, it was 
directed that Contractor Healy be in¬ 
formed that the excuse of the rock 
company is not a valid one, as rail¬ 
road companies under the law must 
furnish cars when asked to do so. 

City Marshal Kneese was directed to 
notify dog owners that all unmuzzled 
estray dogs found roaming the streets, 
alleys and vacant lots in this city will 
be killed on and after Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 9, 1912. 

Several claims against the city were 
passed upon and ordered paid. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Kelley, Ordi¬ 
nance No. 61, defining the boundaries 
and elevations of Division street, be¬ 
tween Grand and Armour avenues, 
and Armour avenue, between San 
Bruno road and Division street, was 
adopted. 

Trustee Kelley introduced a resolu¬ 
tion providing plans and specifica¬ 
tions for the improvement of Division 
street and a portion of Armour avenue, 

which was adopted. 

Trustee Hoi ston introduced a reso. 


lulion of intention to macadamize, 
lay cement sidewalks, concrete curbs 
and gutters on Division street and a 
portion of Armour avenue, which 
was adopted.

Upon motion of Trustee Kelley, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Holston, Clerk 
Smith was authorized to have some 
forms for applications and bonds re¬ 
quired by the new liquor license ordi¬ 
nance, prepared by City Attorney 
Coleberd, printed.

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Timely Hints on Care of Baby. 
What mother does not long to give 
her baby all the advantages possible 
for normal development? Yet there 
are many, having had no special train¬ 
ing for motherhood, who neglect meth¬ 
ods best adapted for a child’s welfare. 

Take the question of pure air for 
babies. Many a mother thoughtlessly 
allows her baby to stay in a heated 
room in which there are several oc¬ 
cupants. With so many people breath¬ 
ing this same atmosphere it soon has 
its oxygen exhausted, and it is not an 
uncommon thing to see the baby yawn 
and become fretful. Those who un¬ 
derstand this cause either immediate¬ 
ly change the air in the same room 
or take the little one into another room 
that has been specially aired, that he 
may regain his composure. For this 
same reason it is Imperative for grown¬ 
ups to avoid keeping the baby in rooms 
where household duties are being per¬ 
formed, as the odors from cooking, the 
dost from sweeping and the steam 
from washing all rob the air of the 
freshness so beneficial bo the health 
of an infant. Busy mothers especially 
should see the advantage of training 
a baby to stay in one place, and that 
place should be made clean and well 
ventilated. Frequent trips to this 
room can be made between tasks, to 
change positions and to look after his 
comfort. 

Even in cold weather indoor airings 
of fifteen minute periods should be 
given to babies. They should be com¬ 
menced when the little one is a month 
old, and an excellent way to keep him 
warm Is to put him into his coat, 
leggings and bonnet and then tuck 
him Into his crib or carriage beneath 
some warm, light weight covering and 
place him face forward toward the 
widely opened windows. Care should 
be taken to see that all doors In this 
room are kept closed to prevent 
drafts. 

It is not universally recognized that 
the constant supply of pure air for the 
tiny lungs of the baby is fully as im¬ 
portant as his food. Fresh, pure air is 
required to renew and purify his blood, 
and the beneficial effects produced by 
it are good temper, red cheeks and an 
Improved appetite. 

Just when it is safe to begin taking 
a baby out of doors in winter Is a 
question often asked by the young 
mother. It is wiser to wait until he 
is three months old and then only on 
pleasant days. He should be tucked 
snugly Into his carriage and kept In 
the sunshine, out of the wind, with 
the precaution always of shading his 
eyes from the sunlight. Days when 
it Is very cold or when the winds are 
heavy should be avoided, and a nap 
in an open air sleeping room substi¬ 
tuted. When babies are out of doors 
they should be constantly watched to 
see that they are not suffering from 
cold, as it is important that a baby’s 
bodily heat should be maintained. It 
is well for mothers to remember that 
many of the diseases of infant life are 
directly attributable to overheated and 
vitiated air, so that riding in electric 
or steam cars in winter or the carry¬ 
ing of children into department stores 
is done with attendant risks. 


Six Don’ts For Mothers. 


] re&dy'Sympathy the confidence will be 
given unasked. 

Avoid allowing a child to see that 
you are disappointed In him. There is 
no surer road to self consciousness and 
the don’t care attitude than if the boy 
and girl feel that mother thinks them 
a failure. • 

On the other hand, don’t think your 
children are prodigies. Children usu¬ 
ally know they are not the human 
wonders their fond mothers believe 
them to be, and when they are con¬ 
stantly exploited they are bound to be 
conscious of embarrassment and being 
under a strain show up to bad advan¬ 
tage. And if the child agrees with the 
maternal opinion he becomes a bore 
and disgustingly conceited. 


Practice This Stunt For Grace. 

To correct the stooping that so often 
comes with age practice walking with 
a load on the head. When shoulder 
blades become too obtrusive stand with 
the back against the wall and stretch 
out the arms with the backs of the 
hands against the wall. Keep this po¬ 
sition for a few minutes, then lower 
the arms and repeat the movement

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Like a breath from the days of the 
wild frontier, historic for the exploits 
of the Jesse James and the Younger 
gangs, came the positive statement 
of Mrs. Caroline F. Ford that the hus¬ 
band she slew in April, 1911, was the 
redoubtable Bob Ford, one of the most 
daring and notorious of the James 
group of outlaws. He was known 
in the city of Los Angeles as 
as Albert P. Ford, and was manager 
of the Merchants’ Fire Dispatch. One 
night his wife shot him, and it devel¬ 
oped at her trial that Ford had abused 
her during their married life and at¬ 
tacked her at the tjme of the killing.

Six years ago Mrs. Ford found curi¬ 
ous references in her husband’s old 
letters to happenings concerning the 
Jesse Janies gang. Since his death she 
placed these letters in the hands of 
detectives, and now comes verification 
from the Kansas City police that Ford 
was really the desperado of border 
days, despite the fact that he was re¬ 
ported killed in a fight over a woman 
at Creede, Colo., in 1892.

Albert K. Smiley, peace advocate, 
patron of the Indian and the negre 
and founder of the Lake Mohonk 
mountain retreat, where the annual 
peace conclaves are held, died at Red 
lands at his home.

He was one of a Quaker 
family, and for years taught in 
Friends’ colleges in New England. 

In 1869 he purchased Lake Mohonk 
and an area around it and established 
the Mountain House, which became 
famous because it took no guests on 
Sunday. Smiley for twenty years was 
trustee of Brown University. For a 
time he was also president of the New 
York State Normal School at New 
Platz, N. Y.

Labeling country sehoolhouses so 
that every citizen may know whether 
his school is up to standard is a uew 
device of the Illinois state school au¬ 
thorities. according to information re¬ 
ceived by the United States bureau of 
education. 

The schools are inspected as to 
grounds, building, furnishings, heating, 
ventilation. library, water supply, sani¬ 
tation and qualifications of the teacher. 
If the essentials of a good school are 
found to exist a diploma is granted the 
district and a plate is placed above the 
door of the school house designating it 
as a “standard school.” Upon fulfill¬ 
ment of certain further requirements a 
higher diploma will be issued and the 
plate will read "superior school.” 

Already G57 of the 10,532 one room 
sehoolhouses in Illinois have earned 
the right to be called standard schools 
and to display the plate accordingly. 

This interesting device is part of a 
vigorous campaign waged by the state 
of Illinois in behalf of rural schools. 
Two experts on rural education, U. J. 
Hoffman and W. S. Booth, under the 
direction of F. (J. Blair, state superin¬ 
tendent of public instruction, are de¬ 
voting their entire time to the country 
and village schools. 

Illinois does not merely ask that the 
schools be brought up to standard. The 
state tells how it can be done. In a 
bulletin sent to every teacher in the 
state the requirements for a standard 
school are set forth. Among the speci¬ 
fications are: An ample playground; 
good approaches to the school; conven¬ 
ient fuel houses; the building sound, 
in good repair and painted; improved 
heating arrangements—a jacketed stove

CONGRESS TO PASS 
BiLUON MARK 

GovsrnnicRt Estimates Laid 
Before Speaker et House 


It will cost $823,415,455.14 to conduct 
the affairs of the Government lor the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1914, ac¬ 
cording to the estimates of the various 
department heads, submitted to the 
Speaker of the House by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. This amount, which 
does not include any provision for the 
postal service, which is expected tc 
be self-supporting, is an increase oi 
$72,074,248 over the appropriations 
made for the present year by the Iasi 


Congress. 

Of this increase $28,312,220 appears 
in the estimates of the Secretary ol 
the Navy, and $20,597,297 represents [ 
the increase asked by the Navy De ! 
partment in the appropriations foi 
building and equipping new vessels 
The estimates would provide for three i 
new battle-ships to be laid down dur¬ 
ing the year. This would make up foi 
the lapse of one ship from the twe | 
battle-ships a year programme caused 
by the action of the Democratic House 
in providing but a single ship at the 
last session of Congress. 

Another $20,000,000 or more of the 
total increase is shown in the esti¬ 
mates for the payment of pensions 
The amount asked for is $185,220,000 
Last year but $165,146,470 was expend 
ed for pensions. An increase of about 
the same amount appears in the esti¬ 
mates for public works for the year 
The construction of public buildings 
planned for the year shows an in¬ 
crease of $1,012,530 over the appropri¬ 
ation for the present year, $8,722,20C 
being asked for that purpose. The j 
work to be done during the present 
year on the Panama canal will cost 
$30,174,432, which is $1,130,567 less 
than the appropriations for the cur 
rent year. 

Of this sum, $6,769,552 is asked foi 
the purpose of building fortifications 
and military barracks in the canal 
zone. This year hut $2,325,000 was ap 
propriated for fortifications at Pan 
am a. 

The estimates forecast another bil 
lion-dollar session of Congress, for in; 


addition to the $823,415,455, which is 
the total estimated for, the Postmas 
ter-General estimates that $281,791. 
508 will be necessary to conduct his 
department for the year. The amount 
will be supplied out of the postal reve 
nues, and will bring the total esti¬ 
mated appropriations for the year up 
to $1,105,206,963. 


UNIDENTIFIED MAN FOUND 
MURDERED IN STOCKTON 


The body of an unidentified man 
about 55 years old, with two bullet 
wounds in the head, evidently inflicted 
by assassins, was found by R. E. Had¬ 
den, a car inspector, among the net¬ 
work of tracks near the Santa Fe 
roundhouse at Stockton. The man 
had been dead only a few hours. 

Coroner B. C. Wallace and the police, 
after ail investigation of the case, were 
unable to find a clew that would in any 
way explain the manner of the man’s 
death. No weapon was discovered and 
the powder marks about the bullet 
wounds, one of which was near the 
mouth and the other in the side of 
the head, indicated that the shots had 
been fired at close range. 

The body was covered with tattoo 
marks. On the right a^in is the figure 
of a gravestone, overshadowed by the 
branches of a palm tree, and above the 
right wrist are the initials “J. T. S.” 
An anchor and chain, together with a 
heart pinned in a cross by an arrow, 
is tattooed across the chest. The fig¬ 
ures of dancers adorn the left arm. 

No letters or papers were found in 
the pockets of the two suits of cloth¬ 
ing the man wore, one of which was 
dark with a peculiar stripe and the 
other gray.

ARMISTICE SIGNED, 
GREECE NOT INCLUDED 

Rumor that Little Kingdom will 
Continue l!s War With Turkey 

It is officially announced that an 
armistice has been signed between 
Turkey and Bulgaria, Servia and Mon- 
tenngro. Apparently Greece has not 
signed. 

The fact that Greece is not among 
the signatories is interpreted as mean¬ 
ing that hostilities will be continued 
between that state and Turkey, and 
there is considerable speculation as 
to what will become of the alliance 
agreement between the Balkan states. 
It is not determined when and where 
the peace negotiations will begin. 

A dispatch from a Turkish officer 
says fighting continued Sunday and 
Monday at Chios between the Turks 
and the Greeks. 

A Sofia dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegram Company says that the 
Turkish commander at Adrianople 
has demanded the presence of the 
Bulgarian 'delegates in order to dis¬ 
cuss terms for the capitulation of the 
beleaguered town. 

A Vienna dispatch to the Daily Tel¬ 
egraph says that official quarters 
there have received information that 
the dissensions between the Greeks 
and Bulgarians have become serious 
and that 250 Greeks were killed when 
3000 of their troops attempted forci 
bly to occupy the town of Serres 
which was already occupied by Bul¬ 
garians. 

The protocol arranging an armistice 
was signed by the Turkish and Bulga 
rian delegates, the latter representing 
also Servia and Montenegro. Prior to 
this there had been a long sitting ol 
the Turkish Council of Ministers tc 
consider the proposals submitted by 
the allies. 

The terms of the armistice between 
the Turkish and Bulgarian armies, as 
accepted by Bulgaria, it is said, pro¬ 
vide that the truce shall continue dur¬ 
ing the whole period of the peace ne¬ 
gotiations. Turkey is to have the right 
of revictualing all her besieged for¬ 
tresses, and all detached bodies ol 
Ottoman troops remaining in Mace 
donia and elsewhere, as well as the 
Turkish populations in the various 
parts of the theater of war. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Captain Frank S. Bowen, United 
States Army, has been detailed as in¬ 
spector-instructor of the California 
National Guard at Sacramento. 


California postoffices at Lynch and 
Gas Point have been ordered discon-! 
tinued. Harry G. Steel has beeni 
commissioned Postmaster at Cordova, 
Alaska.

resumed December 10th. William R. 
Hearst probably will be one of the 
first witnesses. 

The Mare Island Navy Yard prob¬ 
ably will get the contracts to build 
two fuel oil ships for the Navy au¬ 
thorized by Congress at the last ses-' 
sion with an appropriation of $1,140,- 
000 . 

J. M. Bailey of Wapello, la., missing 
for ten years, has been found in Den¬ 
ver, and a claim for $2000 insurance 
held in the Modern Woodmen of Amer¬ 
ica has been dropped, according to of- j 
ficials of the order. 

The highest price ever paid for I 
steers in the open market in Chicago 
was reached when ten Angus year¬ 
lings were brought In at $12 for the 
Eastern trade. The highest previous 
price w r as $11.05. 


The civilian army teamster may 
soon be a thing of the past. Enlisted 
men of the Army are applying in large 
numbers to be transferred to the 
Quartermaster’s Department as team¬ 
sters and the present corps of civilian 
teamsters appears to be threatened 
with extinction. 

The accidental killing of a man in 
Lowell, Mass., twenty years ago, was 
given by John Frank Hickey in a 
signed confession as the starting point 
on a career of debauchery and crime, 
during which he murdered two boys 
and assaulted many others. 

The President’s Cabinet held a special 
meeting to go over the proof of the 
President’s forthcoming general mes¬ 
sage to Congress. This message deals 
with every subject upon which the 
President wishes to advise Congress 
except foreign relations. 

Witnesses from several states iden¬ 
tified some of the “personal letters" 
which Julian Hawthorne wrote, nwiim 
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them to infest in tfiie Cobalt mining 
properties for the alleged promotion 
of which through the mails Haw¬ 
thorne, Josiah Quincy of Boston and 
others are on trial on a charge of 
fraud. 

Trial of the men indicted for alleged 
violation of law in connection with 
the management of the Washington- 
Aiaska Bank of Nevada of Fairbanks, 
Alaska, which closed its doors Janu¬ 
ary 4, 1911, owing $900,000 to deposi¬ 
tors, half of which has been paid to j 
them, will be begun in the Federal j 
Court at Valdez, Alaska, at once. 

The bodies of three middle-aged 
men, all with money in their pockets, j 
were found in Seattle hotels. W. F. 
Woodward, aged 50, an Alaska miner, 
who had just sold $300 worth of gold 
dust to the Assay Office, shot him¬ 
self; Walter D. Haas, aged 48, died 
frorh an overdose of a sedative; Thad- 
ius Rees, aged 45, died of heart dis¬ 
ease, with $300 upon him.

56 years old and named Gestina, R. M. 
Trainer is alleged to have been mar¬ 
ried to a girl of 16 named Adeline. 
The bride de jure was Mrs. Gestina 
Hansen and the bride de facto her I 
daughter, Adeline Hansen. Trainer 
is in ail at Idaho Falls awaiting trial 
on the charge of obtaining a marriage 
license by fraud. 

James Burke, a partner of James; 
Marshall, discoverer of gold in Call-1 
fornia in 1847, died on his ranch at’ 
Steamboat Springs, near Reno, aged! 
79 years. Burke and his brother, Wil¬ 
liam, arrived in California the year 
following the discovery of gold and : 
Burke at once fell in with the man | 
who, while erecting a sawmill for Cap 
tain Sutter, found the yellow metal 
that set the world gold-crazy. He and 
his partner, while mining, bought sup¬ 
plies from the store of Leland Stan¬ 
ford. 

Judge Holt of the Federal District 
Court, in a decision, stated that the 
proof presented to him wholly fails to 
establish the charge made by Abraham I 
Goldknopf, the Bay Ridge barber-play- j 
wright, that David BelaRco and Wil-1 
liam C. de Mille, in the play called 
“The Woman,” infringed the copy-1 
right for a play which he had written j 
called “The Tainted Philanthropy, or | 
The Spirit of the Time.” 

Lulu Glaser Herz, the actress, was 
arrested on a capias in a $50,000 dam¬ 
age suit brought by Mrs. Bertha Rich-; 
ards, wife of Thomas Richards, for 
alleged alienation of the plaintiff’s 
husband’s affections. Richards is ap¬ 
pearing with the defendant in a vau¬ 
deville act. Judge Josiah Cohen fixed 
Miss Glaser’s bail at $2000 and she 
was taken to the Sheriff’s office until 
the matter of giving bond was ar¬ 
ranged.

BIG SUM IS NEEDED 
BY STATE COLLEGE 

Dean and Director Hunt Submits 
University Estimates 

Dr. Thomas F. Hunt, dean and di¬ 
rector of the department of agricul¬ 
ture at the University of California, 
who has just succeeded E. J. Wickson. 
and Ralph P. Merrittt, controller 
of the University, appeared before the 
State Board of Control and submitted 
their estimates of the appropriations 
which will be required for the depart¬ 
ment during the next two years. Here 
are some of the items in the estimates 


presented by Dr. Hunt: 

Two dormitories at the Davis 

State Farm .$80,000 

Dining hall at Davis State Farm 10,000 
Classroom and library building 

at Davis State Farm . 65,000 

Small buildings at Davis State 

Farm . 20,00C 

Twenty-acre tract at Riverside 
for agricultural school and im¬ 
provements .185,000 


In 1911 the department of agricul¬ 
ture of the University received, ex¬ 
clusive of buildings, $296,500. This 
year they ask for $S14,360. In 1911 the 
department received lor buildings $9S.- 
275. This year they ask for $360,000. 


Ten miles of basalt rock gutters 
which line the paved streets through¬ 
out the business district of ban ,?ose 
will be removed if a campaign which 
the Merchants’ Association will start 
succeeds. The rocks, which are placed 
similarly to cobbletone pavement, were 
originally used to prevent the heavy 
expense of later improvements in the 
way of lighting conduits and sewers. 
These have all been laid, and the mer¬ 
chants now object to the basalt rocks, 
on the ground that they are unsani¬ 
tary and that they do not properly 
drain off the rains.
